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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment, B (Attachment to Advisory) 



1 . This is a courtesy response/explanation to the proposed after final amendment. 

2. The proposed amendment will not be entered. 

3. To help applicant clearly understand examiner's position regarding this after final 
amendment, examiner provides the following explanation. 



4. With regard to claim 27: applicant has amended claim 27. But, since the newly 
added features, for instance, second file format" and "--one or more text fields" 
would require new consideration and/or search. 

5. With regard to claims 1-24: applicant asserts that there was no motivation or 
suggestion to combine the references used to reject the indicated claims. 

6. Examiner respectfully disagrees applicants assertion. Motivation or suggestion 
for each combined reference has been given (with citations) as shown in the final 
action. Examiner sees no use to repeat the same text here. 

7. With regard to claims 1 , 23 and 24: the new features of these claims have 
been directed to a non- claimed subject matter. "Computing device" was not claimed. 
(See page 12) of this amendment. These claims show "handheld device" which is 
different from a computing device. 



Explanation on the issues raised by applicant : 
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8. With regard to all claims: applicant argues that none of the references 
discloses, teach or suggest receiving a voice message file in a compressed file format, 
and the file comprises both a compressed audio portion and information portion. 

9. Examiner respectfully disagrees for the following reasons. First Baxter, Jr. 
teaches about a voice mail server that records caller's voice message onto a storage 
medium wherein the voice message is compressed and encoded into a digital audio file 
and then attached to an email address previously identified (according to the known 
Protocol MPS) (see col. 1 , lines 32-46). Now, one skilled in the art can see that the 
digitized compressed voice message is the message part and the email address is the 
information part of the message file (see also final action rejection). Furthermore, 
Baxter, Jr. also teaches/suggests that a compressed message saves storage space and 
can be sent quickly. Therefore, applicant's argument/s are not persuasive.
